Hi all BA enthusiasts: 


Read several messages yesterday about shipping stuff by UPS. I would be 
pissed off too if this happened to me and would claim from UPS and the 
shipping agency too. Don't be afraid to piss and moan loudly, including 

the head office of the shipping agency too. Check with the 800 information 
as well - you may as well make the call on their dime. 


However, I would not blame rec.radio.swap for a seller's inability or 
unwillingness to pack the goods properly. 


I do not like to recommend the services of the "pack 'n ship" joints 

because most of them don't know what they're doing and they DOUBLE the 

UPS shipping costs as well as charging for packing services. Rather I 

would follow K4KYO Tony's excellent advice on packing equipment. Save his 
comments to a file and send it to any seller as your packing and shipping 
instructons. 

For small items I scrounge cartons from the liquor store (expensive, imported 
stuff like Cognac and Scotch cartons are the best), but good sturdy cartons 
are easily obtainable from U-Haul franchises everywhere if it comes to that. 


My addition to this thread is: 


If you are buying something sight-unseen from someone you don't know, do 
the following before sending your hard-earned $$$$ 


1. Ask the seller for names and phone numbers of others who have purchased 
from him before and contact them for a reference. 


2. Use a U.S. Postal Money Order so if the deal goes sour and you suspect 
fraud you can turn to the Postal Inspection Service for an inquiry. 


3. Make it clear how you want the item(s) packed and shipped. 


I have bought and sold many items through swap nets, The Yellow Sheets and 
rec.radio.swap with no unpleasant memories.

Good advice on buying! I might be able to add a little help to the above 
"42" comment. 


I'm a retired US Secret Service agent and have worked with the Postal 
Inspectors on a lot of occasions over my 22 year career. They are a 
good outfit and their investigators are among the best, from both being 
good folks and competent investigators. There are a couple of things 
I'd like to share about my experience with postal violations. 


If the transaction goes through the mail at any level, like your sending a 
check or money order, or you are answering an ad in a magazine that's sent 
through the mail, they CAN become involved. However, like most federal 
law enforcement agencies, they are pitifully underfunded and understaffed, 
so they have guidelines they follow to pick and choose which cases they 
investigate. Usually, it's when there's something reasonably serious, 

or there's evidence that the offender has a history of fraud. Crimes of 
violence (Post Office robberies, etc.) and employee integrity usually 

take priority. 


That doesn't mean that I'm suggesting skipping reporting such to the 
Postal Inspectors. Quite the contrary! How else can a fraudulent shipper 
have a history with them if the alleged crimes aren't reported? The irony 
of it is that most people don't realize that there's a postal violation 
involved and there may be a notorious perpetrator out there that never 
gets investigated. Also, there's always a good chance they will look 

into the alleged violation anyway. 


Step two: Report the bad guy to his local police department's fraud 
squad. They might be able to get his attention pretty effectively. 


Fortunately, most hams seem to be good guys, or at least it used to be 
that way. If they aren't and you have a verified call sign, at least you 
can find them and that's half the job done right there.

Beautiful "art deco" style two-color 
front panel with HRO-style "PW" dial, tuned rf stage on all bands, crystal 
filter with bandwidth and phasing controls, tuning eye, 10 watts of 
push-pull audio. Receiver is in excellent, fully restored and operational 
condition, with original 10" speaker in wooden cabinet, and original 
manual. 


HRO-M (late 30's): A rackmount classic HRO using early non-octal tubes 
(6D6, etc.). With 3' high rack, and rackmount power supply, coil holder, 
and speaker with National brass-and-ruby red insignia. Coil sets supplied 
cover 160 to 10 meters (the 0.9 to 2.0 coilset is a converted RAS unit, 
all others are HRO coil sets). Receiver has two tuned rf stages on all 
bands, backlit "S" meter, crystal filter with bandwidth and phasing 
controls, and of course the HRO "PW" dial. In very good to excellent 
condition, fully operational, with manual copy. 


NC-101X (1938, early model with eye tube): The ham-band only version of 
the NC-100X above. Plain black front panel, HRO dial, eye tube, crystal 
filter, 10-watt push-pull audio, with full-dial coverage of 
160-80-40-20-10 meter ham bands. This receiver is in working condition, 
but has been modified with miniature tubes in the rf, mixer, and 
oscillator stages (modification could be undone by restoring original 
octal sockets on a chassis plate; wiring is easily accessible).

Covers 0.55 to 60 MHz 
with a tuned rf stage on all bands. With S-meter, crystal filter, and 
tone control. This particular example is all there with its original 
black-crinkle cabinet and wrap-around chrome side trim, but needs to have 
its front panel re-installed (supplied) and needs some "unmodification" of 
wiring changes under the chassis. One octal socket was removed and a 
miniature socket installed in an adapter; can be easily undone.

With schematic and parts list, a clean receiver that would 
make a fine restoration project. 


National SW-3 (late 1930's): The classic regenerative shortwave 

receiver. Tuned rf stage, regen detector, and audio amp; uses plug-in 
coils. This unit is more of a kit than a complete receiver -- it has the 
original Velvet Vernier dial, knobs, and horizontal calibrated rf gain 
control; cabinet in good shape with a phone jack added in lower right 
corner. Needs one six-pin National coil socket and the S-101 impedance 
network; a new National shield can and inductor (supplied) can be 
substituted for the latter. Two dummy coil forms included. With a little 
searching for a part or two, and some simple wiring work you can have a 
nice operating SW-3. I have copies of the instruction book and a complete 
coilwinding information packet. 


2. Pre-war allwave receivers 


General Electric K-80 tombstone (1933): A massive, handsome allwave 
receiver covering 0.55 to 18 MHz using an "airplane" style dial; single rf 
stage on bottom 3 bands; on the highest frequency band two rf stages are 
used. Sturdy tombstone style cabinet in good condition but could use some 
polishing or light refinishing; speaker cloth, dial, and knobs are very 
good. This receiver was advertised in QST as a standby ham rig; with two 
rf stages on 20 meters it probably outperformed all but the then-new HRO. 
Unrestored; the tubes light so the power transformer is good. Missing one 
tube shield; stiff dial needs lubrication. With schematic. 


Lafayette C-53 tabletop (1935): An unusual allwave set covering 200 kHz 
to 36 MHz with a multicolor "airplane" style dial lit according to the 
band. This is an AC-DC set using 15 tubes (!) including push-pull 
parallel 43's in the audio output stage, tuned rf stage on all bands, 
tuning eye, noise limiter, and three-step variable selectivity. A very 
sensitive, selective, unusually attractive receiver. Restored wrap-around 
cabinet with mahogany veneer and pretty chrome dial escutcheon and false 
eye tube pilot light symmetrically placed with the tuning eye. Fully 
electrically restored and operational; the chassis looks pretty rough but 
is clean. With external (modern) speaker with output transformer and 
schematic copy. 


3. Postwar transmitters 


Heath AT-1/AC-1 (1951): Heath's first amateur transmitter; covers 80-10 
meters CW in four bands with 6L6 ouput tube. This unit is in good 
physical condition with original power transformer and meter; works fine 
on all bands. A small (1/8") pilot light and spot switch added on either 


side of on-off switch; holes do not obscure panel lettering. Cabinet 
could use light repainting. Matching AC-1 antenna coupler with integral 
low-pass filter is in excellent condition. With original "condensed" 
manual. 


Gonset Commander (1954): Very small early mobile crystal controlled 
transmitter running about 30 -40 watts into a 6146 modulated by a pair of 
7C5's, covers 160 to 6 meters using plug-in final coils hidden behind a 
cute front-panel door. The size of two paperback books stacked on top of 
one another, this rig is a kind of mini-Ranger transmitter. Requires 
6/12V filament and 300 volts B+. With one plug-in coil set; front panel 
is a bit worn and case has mounting holes in it, but innards look fine. 
Untested, with manual copy. 


Elmac A-54 (1952): Earliest Elmac rig, companion to the PMR-6 receiver. 
Covers 5 bands (80, 20, 10, 11 and "X" -- another ham band with a 
user-supplied coil) with built-in VFO; runs an 807 in the final with plate 
modulation. This unit is in good physical shape but the dial markings 
have a couple of streaks. Works fine, with original manual. 


Elmac AF-67 with power supply (1956): The updated, much classier and 
prettier version of the A-54; covers 160 through 10 meters with built-in 
VFO; 6146 in final, plate modulated. Supplied with matching AC/DC power 
supply. Very nice condition but untested, with manual copies. 


4. Postwar receivers 


Knight Span Master (late 1950's): Three-tube regenerative shortwave 
receiver with main and bandspread dials covering 0.55 to 30 MHz. Good 
cosmetic shape and innards are complete but need some work; one wafer of 
the simple two-wafer bandswitch is broken but a ceramic substitute is 
provided. With manual copy. 


Hallicrafters SX-110 (1959): General coverage 0.55 to 30 MHz 
communications receiver with ham bandspread, "S" meter, crystal filter 
with variable selectivity and phasing, and rf stage on all ranges. 

Working condition, decent physical condition, but could use some cleaning, 
lubrication, and alignment. With manual copy. 


Raytheon early transistor set (1955): A brown-leather cased early 
Raytheon set, model 8TP2. In good physical shape but untested. It has a 
CK-759 converter, (2) CK-760's for the IF amp and oscillator, and (4) 
CK721's for the audio drivers and output. Gold top-mounted on/of£-volume 
and tuning knobs, gold speaker grill and pretty Raytheon logo. 


Davco DR-30 (1965): A very compact, high performance, early 
FET-transistorized ham-band communications receiver covering 80-6 meters, 


10 MHz WWV, and two other user-installed 500 kHz bands. Has a Collins 
mechanical filter for 2.1 kHz SSB operation, plus a 500 Hz crystal CW 
filter and a 6 kHz ceramic AM filter. Also includes an adjustable noise 
blanker, AGC, i-£ notch filter, and "S" meter. Looking like a 
miniaturized Drake receiver about the size of two paperback books stacked 
on top of each other, the technology in this receiver was far ahead of its 
time.

I don't really reccomend the exaust manifold paint, it has to be 
"cured" at high temperatures or it can get soft at the kind of 
temperatures that are found on radio cabinets...I found this out 
on the pseudo-muffler that is the waste-gate blow-off on my Yamaha 
Seca Turbo 650 motorcycle...regular paint will withstand the 
temperatures that the rigs SHOULD run at and the Krylon Semi-Flat 
Black matches the luster originally found on the cases...Flat 
Black, or in Krylon's case, Ultra Flat Black, is just too flat to 
look "factory". 


Krylon also makes a line of paints calle "Soft Shades Satin 
Enamel." There is a Dove Grey in this line that very closely 
matches the color of the Hallicrafters grey used on the SR-150 and 
SR-400A that I have...in fact, I shot a light coat of Krylon White 
Clean Metal Primer over the case of the 400 (it was badly chipped 
and scratched) after feather edging the scratches and then shot on 


a textured coat of the Dove Grey....under natural sunlight, 
flourescent, or incandescent light, there is no look of being 
refinished, it just looks right....I also used this paint to 


refinish the front panel of one of my R-390/URR's and it matches 
the original grey almost exactly (Collins Radio Co. S/N:2892). The 
R-390A's that I have, though, use a darker shade of grey that I 
haven't found yet! 


I sprayed the stripped and etched panel with the white primer here 
again and then applied smooth coats of the Dove Grey. After 


baking in about an 150-175 degree oven for most of the evening, I 
let it cool and the next day carefully buffed the front panel with 
a liquid car polish and the finish looks original...the letters I 
filled in with white latex paint.... 


I used phosphoric acid to etch 

the bright aluminum slightly to give the material a better "tooth" 
to grab the primer with and to clean the metal absoloutely 
pristinely...this is a trick I used in automobile restoration to 
acheive the highest quality paint finishes that would not chip as 
readily, even with cellulose based lacquers which are very brittle 
but which some car buffs want their cars to be painted with. 


I will usually etch any bright metal I refinish, steel or 
aluminum, to eliminate any surface rust and to gain that extra bit 
of adhesion...just don't go too far, hi! Be sure and wash off the 
acid with a decent quality dishwashing liquid like Dawn to 
neutralize any residual acid and to take the last vestiges of oil 
from the surface and don't touch the surface with your bare 
fingers! 


I will not etch when there is any paint remaining o the article to 
refinish as I don't think that you can really get rid of all the 
acid when paint is involved....

I always use UPS to ship xanything*x safely...even sandstone rocks 
of various weights, geometries and fragility--containing 100,000,000 
year old plant fossils.

Well a 50 foot drop sounds a little extreme, but that item got me to thinking 
about a talk I heard when I worked for Teletype years ago. The company had 
an annual engineers' convocation and one year one of the speakers was an 
engineer from the department that designed shipping packages. He showed us 
some of the equipment they used for testing; I sorta remember something about 
a big barrel that tumbled the test package, and various other torture tests. 
He went on to suggest ways that we design engineers could design things to 
improve their survivability in shipping. Someone from the audience asked 

him to rank different shipping methods. I don't remember the complete 
ranking, but nobody was surprised that USPS generated the most shipping 
damage. 


There was also some talk about how they designed shipping packages. In those 
days it was just about all corrugated cardboard, no foam of either the 

rigid or soft variety. There was an illustration of some piece of equipment 
which often arrived in the field with a certain relay damaged in a certain 
way. They eventually discovered that a flap of cardboard was hitting the 
relay terminals in shipping. Now ordinarily the relay terminals are much 
stronger than the cardboard, so if you pressed the cardboard against the 
terminals it would simply puncture. But this flap was apparently getting 
accelerated to high speed and in that condition it could damage the relay. 
Makes you think of the accounts of tornadoes, where ordinarily soft things 
are found to have penetrated ordinarily hard things. 


Then I remember there was an instrument (joltmeter?) that would measure 

and record shock. Two high school girls in different parts of the country 
collaborated on a science fair project in which they got one of these 
instruments and shipped it back and forth between them, using various means 
of packing and shipping and recording the amount of shock received in each 
transit.

I only reported MY experiences..... I have made some good deals on 
r.xr.swap and a bunch of shall I say,"dissapointing" ones lately. It 
seems the major problem for me has been shipping or more correctly 
"packaging" of the items purchased. 


I have had excellent luck with UPS overall. However,someone I know 
who works in the shipping business told me that if you approach the 
upper weight limit for UPS shippable stuff,you had better make sure 
the stuff is packed REAL WELL. The heavy boxes are just harder to 
handle(and you can read what you want into that).This person told me 
NEVER NEVER NEVER ship a piece of electronic gear in a box marked 
"books" or "library material". If the box is heavy for it's size, 
the handlers will assume that it IS full of books and everone knows 
that books are not breakable!!! 


I know that shipping places are more expensive than do-it-yourself 
packing/shipping. I have had excellent experiences with 
"MAILBOXES,ETC."...These people were NOT the ones responsible for the 
poorly packed gear. I had just assumed(wrongly) that ALL shipping 
outfits were similar,and took great care on their work like MAILBOXES 
does.My suggestion to the seller to use a shipping/mailing outfit 

is always predicated on the assumption that the seller has little or 
no experience with packing/shipping of electronics(especially old 
stuff).I always offer to either split or pay fully for the supposed 
"extra care" that will be taken in shipping a delicate old vintage 
piece of gear via an allegedly "professional" outfit.Live and learn..

When I was in the electronics supply business in LA, in the late 70s, 

we carried the full TRW Resistrol line. With the proper cross reference 
to an OEM control from a TV, etc., or alternatively, the proper data, 

any complex control could be reproduced. It was a bit of an art to 
reverse-engineer a 3 or 4 ganged triaxial on-off/volume/tone etc. control, 
determine the correct components to assemble, including bushings, shafts, 
etc., and assemble it so everything worked! Perfect job for a 20 year 
old who would have happily PAID to be able to work there! 


I got to be the manager, and for an extra 50 cents an hour, I got to 
work till 10 PM, close out 10 cash registers, interview the steady 
stream of "countermen" that was constantly being hired and fired, 
and take ALL of the complaints from customers. We even sold tube 
manuals. To this day, I cannot understand why I didn't buy out the 
entire stock of manuals, and save them for the future! At least I 
still have my RCA manual from the 70s.

I went through the same excersize with a BC-312 just recently. X-acto works, 
but I found it easier to use the flat end of a miniature file. The paint 
came out from the raised lettering with no problem, needing only minor 
touch-up with an x-acto knife. As for the lettering on the knobs, I took 
out the old one first with a toothpick, then I poured white enamel on the 
knob and quickly wiped it. The results were fantastic.
